CONGRESS. 
UNIMPORTANT PROCEEDINGS. 
Special Dispaich to The Chicago Tritwne. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 16.—There was no 
feature of interest in the business proceedings 
of the Senate except the introduction by Beck 
of a bill to remove all remaining disabilities, a 
reminder of what most people have probably 
forgotten. There are still a few men in the 
South who are deprived of the full rights of 
citizenship as a punishment for the part they 
took inthe War. When the bill comes up for 
action it will be secn whether Blaine will again 
move to except Jefferson Davis from its pro- 
visions or not. 

PACIFIC RAILROAD BILLS. 

Thurman revived his bill of last winter relat- 
ing to the interest on the Union and Central 
Pacitic Railroad bonds, which the Government 
is still paying. No definite action was taken 
last session, and the controversy over the ques- 
tions involved, which was thea earnest, will be 
renewed. 

THE LOUISIANA SBNATORSHIPS. 

In the Repubiican caucus there was a sharp 
discussion about the Louisiana and South Caro- 
lina cases. A majority of the Senators appeared 
to be disposed to vote to scat Kellogg and Cor- 
bin; but it was evident that the minority would 
not be governed by the caucus if it should in- 
sist on their admission as a party 
measure. The result will undoubt- 
edly be to leave each Senator to 
act as he sees fit. It would be folly to attempt 
to apply the party lash when it is plain that not 
a single vote can be influenced by it. 

On the subject of the Southern policy the dis- 
position of the caucus was to 

, FORGIVE AND FORGET 
as far as possible, and not to allow it to be made 
a bone of contention by Republicans in open 
Senate. A marked hostility was shown tw the 
Civil-Service policy, and more especially to the 
officeholders’ order, which found, according to 
report, not a single champion. 

There was some diseussion on the length of 
the session, and the caucus seemed to be nearly 
eveuly divided iu opinion as to whether it would 
be better to bring it to a clese in two or three 
weeks or to allow it to run on until nearly or 


) quite the time for the regular session to begin. 


JUDGE DAVIS 
attended neither caucus, thus showing his en- 
tire independence. 

The Democratic caucus occupied itself with 
the contested-seat question, and agreed that 
Spofford’s case shall be passed at once.

The two eolored Con- 
gressmen from South Carolina, Rainey and 
Cain, who were objected to yesterday, were, 
alter three hours’ discussion, sworn in, but their 
contest is not to end, as the cases are to be re- 
ferred to the Elections Committee. The debate 
upon these questions ig useful, as indicating the 
first break in the ranks of the united Democ- 
racy. ‘Ihe South is no longer solid. 
Upon the question of admitting Rainey 
upon his prima facie credentials, the vote 
stood 175 yeas, 68 nays,—the nays being all 
Democrats. ‘The yeas 6omprised the solid Re- 
publican vote, with a large number of Demo- 
crats, including prominent Representatives.

THE OFFICES. 
IN NEW YORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Inbune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 16.—The | appoint- 
ments in New York City have given the Cabinet 
more trouble than most any other of the ap- 
pointments. There bas been quite a sharp an- 
tagonism between the aifferent members of the 
Cabinet, with respect to them. The situation is 
this: It is determined that Theodore Roosevelt 
is to be Collector, and Gen. Merritt either Naval 
Officer or Surveyor. The name of Robinson 
has never been agriculy considered for Naval 
Officer. The publication of his name in con- 
nection with that office arose from the fact that 
he was with the President in Rhode 
Island. When Secretary Evarts returned from 
New York recently ne earnestly favored 
promoting Benedict, Deputy-Surveyor, to suc- 
ceed Sharp as Surveyor. This was approved by 
George William Curtis, who 

URGENTLY RECOMMENDED BENEDICT 
for the Surveyorship when Sharp was originally 
appointed. Secretary Sherman, who has said in 
the Cabinet that he presented no candidate and 
only desired that the officers be competent, 
strongly opposed the appointment of Benedict 
on the ground that as Arthur is removed, not 
because he is inefficient or dishonest, but because 
he represented a system which the President de- 
fired to abolish, there was no reason 
for the promotion of Benedict, who, according 
to the testimony of the Jay Commission, not 
only did not disapprove the old system, but was 
in a great measure responsible for it. Notwith- 
standing Sberman’s opposition, the probabilities 
yesterday were that Benedict would be appoint- 
ed, but at the Cabinet to-day Sherman opposed 
Benedict’s appointment with such vigor that it 
became apparent that 
HE COULD NOT BE APPOINTED 
without creating serious dissensions in the 
Cabinet, and for that reason his appointment 
has been abandoned. TheCabinet are now con- 
sidering two names, that of Frederick Clark 
Graham and ex-State Seuator Bradiord Prince. 
To conciliate Gen. Arthur for his 
removal from the  Collectorship, and 
possibly to satiefy Senator Conkling, 
who is the special champion of Arthur, the lat- 
teris to be made Consul-General at Paris. 
There are 143 applications for this position. 
THE SUPREME JUDGESHIP. 

There can no longer be any doubt that the 
name of Gen. Harlan will be sent in to fill the 
vacancy on the Supreme Bench caused by the 
resignation of David Davis, as was foreshadow- 
ed in these dispatches long ago. 

JUDGE WOODS. 
The strongest recommendations for the 8u- 
reme Court vacancy are those filed at the 
xecutive office by the friends of Judge Woods, 
of Alabama. ‘They include indorsements from 
every important law firm in six States in Judge 
Woods’ circuit. The cry has been raised against 
Judge Woods that he is a carpet-bagger from 
2 where he formerly was Speaker of the 
ouse.

THE MESSAGE. 

DEPARTMENT NEEDS. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Get. 16.—The President's 

message to Congress is as follows: 
FeLLow-CiTIzExks OF THE SENATE AND HovssE oF 
REPRESENTATIVES: The adjournment of the last 
Congress, without making appropriations for the 
support of the army for the present fiscal year, 
has rendered necessary a suspension of payments 
to the officers and men of the sums due them tor 


services rendered after the 30th day of June last. | 


The army exists by virtue of the statutes which 
ibe its numbers, reculate its organization 
and empleyment, and which fix the pay of its 
officers and men, ana declare the right to receive 
the same at stated periods. Thestatutes, however, 
do not authorize the yment of the troops in 
the absence of a specific approvriation therefor. 
The Constitution has wisely provided that 
no money shall be drawn from the Treasury but in 
consequence of appropriations made by law, and it 
has also been declared by statute that no depart- 
ment of the Government shall expend, in any one 
fiscal year, any sum in excess of the appropriation 
made dy Congress for that fiscal year. We have, 
therefore, an army in service, authorized by law, 
and entitled to be paid, but no funds available for 
that purpose. It may also be said ac an additional 
incentive to prompt action by Congress that since 
the commencement of the fiscal year, the army, 
though without pay, has been constantly and act- 
ively employed in arduous and dangerous service, 
in the performance of which both officers and men 
have discharged their duty with fidelity and cour- 
age, and withoutcomplaint. These circumstances, 
in my judgment, constitute 
AN EXTRAORDINARY OCCASION 
requiring Congress to be convened in advance of 
the time prescribed by law foryour meeting in reg- 
ular session. The importance of speedy action 
upon this subject on the part of Congress is 80 
menifest that I venture to suggest the propriety of 
making the neceseary apropriations ior the sup- 
port of the army for the current year, at its ee 
ent maximum,—a numerical strength of 25,000 
men,—leaving for future consideration all ques- 
tions relating ..an increase or decrease of the 
number of enlisted men. In the event of the re- 
duction of the army by subsequent legislation, 
during the fiscal year, the excess of the 
appropriation could not be expended, and in 
the event of its -nlargement the additional 
sum required for the payment of the extra 
force could be provided in due time. It would be 
unjust to the troops now in service, and whose 
pay is already largely in arrears, if payment to 
them should be further postponed until after Con- 
ss shall have considered ail the questions likely 
Ee ariee in the effort to fix the proper limit to the 
strength of the army. The estimates of appropria- 
tions for the support of the military establish- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1878, 
were transmitted to Congress by the former Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, at the opening of the session 
in December last. These est'mates, modified by

Under authority of a joint 
resolution of Congress, approved Feb. 10, 1875, 
a commission was appoin by my predecessor to 
represent the United States upon that occasion. and 
the Prison Congress having been, at the earnest 
desire of the Swedish Government, postponed to 
1878, his commission was renewed me. An 
appropriation of $8,000 was made in Sundry 
Civil-Service act of 1875, soas to meet the ex 
penses of the Commissioner. I recommend the 
reappropriation of that sum for the same ’ 
tbe former appropriation having been covered into 
the 2 and being no longer available for the 
purpose without further action by Congress. The 
subject is brought to your attention at this time in 
view of circumstances which render it highly 
desirable that the Commissioner should vroceed to 
the discharge of his important dutics immediately. 

As the several acta of Congress providing for 
detailed reports from the different departments of 
the Government require their submission at the 
beginning of the regular annual session, I defer 
until that time, any further reference to sabjects 
of public interest.

THE NAVY. 
SECRETARY THOMPSON’S REPORT. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 16.—Following ts 
the statement of the deficiencies for which ap- 
propriations are asked by the Secretary of the 
Navy: Pay of the navy; amount due Seligman 
Bros., London; miscellaneous claims arising 
upon arrears of pay, etc.; naval hespital fund: 
pay of Marine Corps. Other deficicncics exist 
for sums for construction and repaiis arising 
out of contracts with individuals, for clothing, 
steam machinery, timber, etc. These will be 
communicated at the approaching regular session. 
The Secretary states that the difficulties attend- 
ing the administration of the finances ot his 
office have grown out of adiversion of appropria- 
tions from the special objects to which they have 


been applied by law, and their expenditure for 


other aud diflerent objects for which the appro- 
priations have been insufficient. This has been 
occasioned by the fact that Congress has fre- 
quently appropriated less than the wante of 
the service demanded. This was specially the 
case last year. 

The Secretary continues that it has been sup- 
posed necessary sometimes to borrow tempora- 
rily from one fund to aid another, but it does 
not seem that any such justification can exist 
in cases where the borrowing is designed to 

MAKE UP DEFICIENT APPKOPKIATIONS 

for special purposes. Such a course, he thinks, 
would be manifestly attended with a conse- 
quence that it would enabie the Secretary to 
substitute his own official discretion for the re- 
quirements of the law, and there would be no 
legal limit to this discretion. Deficiences would 
exist or not according to bis pleasure.

Supplies of 
home grown wheat in the country and at Mark 
Lane have shown by their improved condition 
how general the fine weather has been, but in 
spite of the moderate offerings there have been 
no advance in values. Imports of for- 
eign wheat into London continue large, 
and it is evident that Russia is straining 
every nerve to turn as much of her wheat as 
she can into money before winter closes ber 
porte. From the fact that last week’s returns 
showed the arrival of over 50,000 quarters of 
St. Petersburg wheat, this process has doubtless 
been increased by the unprecedentedly low rate 
to which Russian exchange has fallen. These 
supplies, coupled with very heavy shipments 
from America, must necessarily depress trade 
for a while, and it is necessary to bear carefully 
in mind the enormous consumption of the 
country as well as the possible requirements of 
the Continent to avoid falling into the erronc- 
ous idea that we are threatened with a giut of 
corn. . 

A fair amount of steadiness characterized the 
wheat trade at Mark-Lane, but transactions 
were limited. There is no quotable change in 
prices. The attention of millers is almost ex 
clusively directed towards American wheat, so 
much so that the Indian descriptions which 
have been regarded with so much favor have 
been almost entirely neglected. Good Russian 
varieties, however, still hold their ground. 

The demand for maize is steady, but with lit- 
tle change in value. Oats sold siowly at barely 
late rates.

GENTLEMEN: There are occasions in life when the 
ordinary language dictated by sentiments of obli- 
gation and gratitude becomes trite and unmeaning.

But, invited by my fellow-citizens of Ga- 
lena and Jo Daviess County, to this reception, I 
should do injustice to my own feelings did | not 
attempt to convey to you my profound and grateful 
acknowledgments for your kindly welcome 
your gracious honors. Coming as they do from all 
parties, creeds, and nationalities, among my old 
neighbors and friends, their value is unmeasurably 
enhanced. In the presence of all this generous 
feeling, if I had any unpleasant recollections of 
all the strugeles and contests for more than 
half a lifetime, of all the contests at 
the Bar and collisions im the field of 
politics, they would be blotted out from my meme- 
ry. Time and absence from the country have ob- 
literated the asperities engendered during a long, 
active, and busy public career, and with charity 
for all and malice towards none,“ I reciprocate 
with my whole heart the kindiy sentiments which 
your ce a map implies. While I profoundly 
appreciate ali this manifestation of your — 
and accept your honors with grateful emotion, 
must confess to a sadness on this occasion whieh 
oppresses me. In your invitation you speak of my 
contemplated removal from my old home in Gaie- 
na. Tosunder the relations of citizenship and 
— = Which it has been my happiness to 
hold with tue people of Galena and the county for 
nearly forty years, has cost me a great struggle. 
But circumstances and the logic of events, which 
are so often stronger than the wills of men, make 
it expedient for me to take up my residence in 
another locality, but in that noble State of ours to 
which I am allied by every tie which can bind a 
man toa Commonwealth, which u the glory and 
pri@e of all its loyal sons. 

In removing to Chicago, so intimately associated 
with Galena by business and social relations, I 
make my home jn a city where 60 many of our for- 
mer citizens have preceded me, and who by their 
high character, by their worth, enterprise, and 
ability, have conferred so much honor on our town. 
But my regrets in leaving you are rendered more 
poignant by the thought of all 1 owe to the friend- 
ship, generat. and indulgence of the people of 
Galena and Jo Davices County. It was on the first 
day of April, 1840,—more than seven and tnirty 
years gone by, —that I passed off the gang-plank of 
the little stern-wheei steamer ‘‘ Pike ”—Capt. 
Powers—and sat my foot on the soil of Galena. 
Armed with no arce except my profession, an 
entire stranger, without a friend or even ap ac- 
quaintence, and 1 came here determined to make 
Galena my home. Received with all the 
frank and open cordiality which is the char- 
acteristic of Western people, I had extend- 
ed to me that hand of friendship which 
has never been withdrawn. I have always been 
identified with all your interesis and associated 
with all your struggles. Living in the town which 
has so many titles to our consideration, and whose 
history, illustrated. bv so many distinguished men, 
has made it so widely and honorably known, it has 
ever been my pride and pleasure to claim myeelf as 
one of its humblest citizens, and everywhere and 
at all times to uphold its good name. Primarily, 
it is to the people of Galena and of the County of 
Jo Daviess | am indebted for whatever of political 
honor and consideration that I may have enjoyed- 
It was their partiality, kindness, and influence 
that made me a candidate for Congress m 1852 m 
the old First District. For nine successive elec- 
tions the party to which 1 belonged, here 
at home, supported me for nomination 
and for election with a unanimity and 
devotion rarely accorded to a public 
man. I was elected to Corgress for five 
termsin the First Dietrict and forfour terms in 
the Third District. If 1 bad served out my last 
term, I should have been your Representative for 
eighteen years. As it was, I served you more 
than sixteen years—longer by several years thap 
any other member ever elected from the State. 
And no man ever had the fortune to represent 
more enlightened, intelligent, and more 
patriotic constituents; and no Representative, 
through all these long andexciting years, ever had 
@ warmer and more cordial support than I had at 
all times and under all circumstances. Through 
evilas wellas good report, my constituents sus- 
tained and upheld me without variableness or 
Shadow of turumg. And now, when lI think of 
all their friendship, all their support, all their m- 
dulgent kindness, my heart sweils with emotions 
of gratitude towards them all, which I can find no

MY SERVICE IN CONGRESS. 

That service extended through the most interest- 
ing portion of our country’s history, and to have 
discharged all my duties in that most eventful and 
critical period in a manner satisfactory to those 
who elected me. would be a compliment which 
shouid satisfy the highest ambition. If I were 
able to accomplish anything in my officia? position, 
much was due to the constituency and the support 
Ihad behind me. I believe I never misrepresented 
the interests of my constituents, and lam certain 
I never betrayed the convictions of those who 
elected me. Outside of my votes on political ques- 
tions, I cannot recall asingle vote during the whole 
period of my service which was ever seriously 
„ by my constituents. I had but one 
rule of action, and taat was to discharge 
faithfully, honestly, and conscientiously every 
public duty confided to me, and according to the 
full measure of my ability and judgment. I can 
truly say that it was without fear, favor, or 
affection that in supporting or resisting meas- 
ures in Congress I had regard solely to the public 
interests. A servantof the people, paid by the 
people, it was to them and in defense of their m- 
terests that [owed all the obligation of my ser- 
vice. it was in the name and in the interests of 
my constituents that 1 resisted all the proiligate 
and extravagant expenditures which were engen- 
dered by a state of war and an irredeemapdle paper 
currency. it was in your interests that I fonght 
for years, sometimes almost bingle-handed and 
alone, all the schemes of public plunder thrust 
upon Congress by audacious and unprincipled 
men, who supposed they had power and influence 
enough to crush out any man who should stand in 
their way. It is apartof the legislative History 
of the country that I was among the fret 
to avow myself the unrelenting and un- 
yielding enemy gf what I believed to be the most 
criminal legislation ever recorded in the annals of 
any country, —the voting away without limit and 
without restriction, not only the money of the 
people, but the public lands, —the patrimony of all 
the people which should have been reserved for the, 
homes of all the people, to plundering and irre/ 
sponsible corporations, harming to the public 
virtue and demoralizing and debauching to the 
public morais; and in the end contributing in no 
small degree to the fearful revulsion of 1873, which 
has left in its pathway over the whole country such 
ruin, desolation, and misery. And it is with 
amazement and indignation, that in the face of all 
previous jobbery, robbery, and plunder that every 
honest man among us must look upon the sublime 
and unparalleled audacity of the scheme which 1s 
now in the fall process of hot igeubation at Wash- 
ington, and to be hatched during the coming Con- 
gress, of -rovbing the people of anoth- 
ef handred miljions of dollars in 
land and money to build another 
Wildcat railroad over the arid plains of Texas and 
through the deserts of the Indian Territories to 
the Pacific Ocean. Now a simple citizen among 
you, as I have heretofore done in publie life, 1 
shall hereafter in private life raise my voice in > 
nunciation and warning against every effort, every 
plan, every job, having for the real object the rob- 
bery of the people through the machinery of Con- 
gressional State legislation. 

It would be egotistical in me to claim any special 
credit for what I did during the long and terrible 
_— of the War. I have not the weakness to be- 

ieve that I accomplished any more than any other 
good citizen occupying my position would have 
achieved. If I were instrumental in bringing our 
townsman, then 

CAPT. GRANT, 

into notice at the veginning of the War, it was be- 
cause my fellow-citizens of Galena had helped me 
to discover in him those extraordinary merits 
which made him, without a question, the frst 
soldier of the age, and who, subduing the greatest 
Kebellion in history, was twice elevated by a 
grateful people to the highest office in their gift. 

It was not through me or by any factitious aids 
that Gen. Grant was enabled to elevate himself to 
that point in the estimation of mankind which has 
made him one of the foremost figures of the world. 
He has accomplished all by the force of his own 
merit, courage, genius, and patriotism. Jam en- 
titled to no special thanks. I would have failed in 
my duty and have been wanting in my obligations 
towards you had I not given him, as a constituent. 
all my support and friendship. particularly in those 
days of adversity, when no other hand was stretch- 
ea out to help him. 

i will not, my friends, presume to speak of my 
short services as Secretary of State, for which po- 
sition I surrendered my mandate as your Represen- 
tative in Congress, and which impaired health 
obliged me so soon to give up. Neither do 1 con- 
sider it aa occasion to dwell at length on the events 
of my diplomatic career. I was commissioned b 
1 resident Grant as Minister to France March 
16, 1869, and I presented my letter of recall to the 
President of the French Republic on the 5th of 
September, 1877. My service, which was within 
& few days of eight —— and a half. was longer 
than that of any Minister the United States bas 
ever had in France. My experience bas perhaps 
covered a period more important and interesting 
than that ever embraced in the service of any 
American diplomat. Mr. Monroe was sent as our 
Minister to France during that frightfal upheaval 
of popular jon and fury which accompanied 
the French Revolution, and he presented his letter 
of credence to the Committee of Public Safety in 
the National Convention as the egecutive power 
of the country. The history of the worid recounts 
no events so startiing and terrible as those of the 
French Revolution; put Mr. Monroe did not reach

ities of the French people towards them; of the 
long, dark, and disma) days of the siege when cold. 
and hunger, and famine, gaunt and shivering, con- 
fronted two millions of the people of Paris: of the 
frightful days of the Commune of Paris when the 
same city was in the hands of an organized mob for 
eleven weeks, and when there was no law bat the 
law of terror and force, culminating in an attempt 
to barn that beautiful city, and 
robbery, and

All of these things are matters of history, impossi- 
ble for me to speak of here. If it shall have been 
my good fortune to have any success in my mis- 
sion, particularily as regards the protection of the 
Germans in France, it is due in a great measure to 
the kindness and support of my own Government, 
the generous action of Germany, and the cordial 
acquiescence of the Government of France. You, 
as my friends and neighvors, may be pleased to 
know that during my long term of service 
NO ACTION OF MINE WAS EVER DISAPPROVED 
BY OUR GOVERNMENT, 
and that there was yom during all this time to 
interrupt the cordial and friendly official and per- 
sonal relations that existed between myself and 
the various French Governments and Ministries 
that haye existed since | presented my letters 
of credence to the Emperor Napoleon III. 
Asto the German Government, nothing can ex- 
ceed the warmth and cordiality of the thanks 
extended to me formally and officially. Six weeks 
ago, when a guest of the grand old Emperor, he 
loaded me with bis acknowledgments for all that I 
had done for his unfortunate countrymen during 
the war. They were supplemented by those of the 
Crown Prince, of Prince de Bismarck, and of M. 
Von Bulow, the Minister of Foreign Affairs. De- 
— all testimonials in the shape of a decoration 
offered to me by the Government of the German 
Empire, it was after my retirement from oflice that 
the Emperor honored me by presenting to me nis 
life-size portrait, accompanied by his autograph 
letter couched in the kindest and most compli- 
mentary terme. Prince de Bismarck had previ- 
ously sat to our own gifted artist, Healy, for his 
portrait for me. So when any of my | German or 
American friends of Galena come to Chicago | can 
show them the life portraits of the two greai cen- 
tralfigures gf Germany, the pride and boast of 
every German who loves and honors his Fatherland. 

Il am complimented by the approbation of my of- 
ficial conduct by my own countrymen, and nothing 
can be more grateful to me than the expression of 
it coming from my friends here. To the Germans 
of Galena, who have so bighly honored me by their 
presence here to-night and by the address of my 
friend, far too flattering in its terms, I tender my 
heartfelt and sincere acknowledgments, —oid, sin- 
cere, and devoted friends, many of them of more 
than thirty years’ standing, their good will and 
their approbation has to me an inestimable value. 

My friends, afteran abeence from my country of 
nearly nine years | return to my home with feel 
ings of sincere joy. This long absence has not 
made me forgetful of my native land, nor chilled 
my sympathies and affection for that people with 
whom i have had my home during all my 
maturd life, On the other han I bow 
with still. greater pride in the resence 
of all the progress, virtue, patriotism, intelligence, 
and enterprise which have made our country the 
admiration of the civilized world. Whehb abroad, 
receiving all that consideration due me as the rep- 
resentative of a great country, —the privileges of 
diplomatic position, the allurements of a life in 
foreign countries, andthe glitterof courte, have 
never held any empire over me. I now return to 
you the «ame in heart and spirit as when | left, 
and to offer you the tribute of my regard and of my 
gratitade. Aster twenty-seven years in the service 
of the public! have laid down the honors and re- 
sponeibilities of official position, and with a light 
and cheerful heart I enter again into private life. 

Having engaged yo@ attention already too long on 
matters personal to myself, | hope you will per- 
mit me in the interest of ‘* Auld Lang Syne” to 
turn my attention fora moment to what to you 
will be a more interesting theme. I wish to say a 
word of 
GALENA, NORTHERN ILLINOIS, AND THE LEAD- 

MINE REGION IN 1840. 
I shall never forget how Galena looked to me when 
I first landed here. It was then a town goverened 
by a board of Trustees, not yet being elevated to 
the dignity of a city. Itwas then the moet im- 
ortant point on the Mississippi River above St. 
ouis, and it was a centre of a very large trade, 
not only for the mining region, but fora large ag- 
ricultural district, embracing the southwestern 
portion of Wisconsin Territory, the northern part 
of lowa Territory, and Northwestern Illinois. 
The leading merchants of that day were men of 
great enterprise and business capacity, who enjoyed 
a reputation for honesty, probity, and in- 
tegrity never surpassed. I recall the names 
of some of them: Farnsworth & Ferguson, Rogers 
& Corwith, McLean & Stillman, F. &. K. Stahl, 
Campbell 4 Truett, William Hempstead, George 
W. Campbell, R. W. Brush, L. 8. Felt, St. Cyr & 
Bolvin, E. B. Kimball, A. C. Davis, Lorrain & 
Co., and Schirmer & Smith, Hooper, Peck & 
Scales, and Lite & Warne, who had been among 
the most extensive merchants of the time, had re- 
tired from business. Dr. Newhall Wierich & 
Ealer, and Wyeth, Colard & Nicholas, had large 
wholesale and mgtail drug-stores. There were on! 
three or four brick stores in the town at that time, 
and about the same number of brick residences. 
The streets had not been paved, and there were 
few sidewalks. lu wet weather it was very diffi- 
cult to get about. In the buay seasons of the year, 
the scenes on Main street will never be for- 
otten 6 those who witnessed them. 
t was filled with ox-teamse—cailed tnen 
Sucker teams’’—from one end to the 
other, struggling to get through the mud to unload 
their lead at the levee, the whole length of which 
would be lined by steamboats, and in the spring of 
the year many of them of the largest size. All the 
merchants were full of business, and the town was 
full of people. Many of the business houses and 
all of the saloons were open on Sanday, which was 
really the busiest day of the week. But another. 
portion of the population strictly observed the 
Sabbath, and the churches were well filled.» 

The population of Galena in the spring of 1840 
was estimated at 1,800, and with that number it 
had a greater relative importance than it has ever 
had since. It had all the characteristics of a min- 
ing town. The product of lead was very large, and 
it bore a good price for that time,—money was 
plenty, business was lively, and the people were 
prosperous, open-handed, generous, contented, 
and full of activity and energy. 

Mr. Washburve then reviewed at length the 
early history of Galena, giving a series of inter- 
esting sketches of the stéamboat men, smelters 
and miners, lawyers, doctors, etc., who figured 
there in former 8. He concluded as follows: 


I FIND THAT GALENA HAS GIVEN TO THE COUN- 
TKY 
one President—Gen. Grant—for eight years; one 
Secretary of War, John A. Rawiins; and one 
Secretary of State. That it has had four members 
of Congrese—Joseph P. Hoge, who served four 
years, Thompson Campbell, who served two 
years, and Edward D. Baker, who served two 
years. I have already stated that I was elected 
nine times, and had entered on wy ninth term of 
service when I resigned to accept the position of 
Secretary of State. Cyrus Aldrich, who served 
four years in Congress from Minnesota, was for u 
long time à resident of Galena, as was also Will- 
iam H. Hooper, the Delegate in Congress for six 
years from Utah Territory. 

Thomas Ford, ex-Governor of the State of 
llinois, and Joseph B. Wells, ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor; Stephen Hempstead, ex-Governor of 
Iowa, and John H. Gear, Governor-elect of that 
State, bave all been res dents of Galena. 

Jesse B. Thomas, Thomas C. Browne, former 
Judges, and Benjamin E. Sheldon, present Judge, of 
the supreme Court of the State; Daniel Stone, for- 
mer Judge of this Circuit, and Thomas Drum- 
mond, Judge of the United States Circuit Court of 
this Judicial District; Moses Hallett, United States 
District Judge of Colorado; O. C. Pratt, Judge of 
the Superior Court of Calisornia; Van H. Higgins 
and 8. L. Richmond, Judges of the Circuit Court 
of Illinois, were all Galena men. 

The Galenians who have been Senatorsin the 
State Legislature are: James M. Strode, Augustus 
G. 8. Wight, George P. Harrison, L. P. Samger, 
B. B. Howard, H. H. Gear, Wallace A. Little. 
John N. Jewett (Senator from Cook County), and 
NR. H. McClellan, who represents our present gen- 
atorial District with so much ability and udh{ui- 


ness. 

Thomas Hoyne, United States District Attorney 
for Lilinow; William Carey, United States District 
Attorney for Utah Territory; J. R. Jones and 
Benjamin H. Campbell, United States Marshals for 
the Northern District of Illinois, and William II. 
Bradley, Clerk of the United States Court at Chi- 
cago, and Philip A. Hoyne, Commissioner of the 
United States Court, also at Chicago, have ali been 
residents of our town. 

J. R. Jones was United States Minister to Bel- 
gium for six years, and the Minister to France for 
— 15 years and a half, and the United States Con- 
sul to Brussels. A. L. Chetlain and H. H. Hough- 
ton were Galenians. a 

Five Galena Generals— Grant, John E. Smith, 
Rawlins, Chetlain, and Maltby, and three Generals 
by brevet, John C. Smith, William K. Rowley, and 
John O. Duer, served with distinction and credit in 
the War of the Rebellion, to say nothing of all the 
brave and gallant „ and officers—who 
went forth in tne service of their country and dis- 
tinguished themselves on so many battle-fields. 

If I had the time I could speak of a host of 
Galenians who are and have been our citizens, 
merchants, business men, lawyers, and politicians 
who have reflected honor upon the town. I could 
recount many incidents of our history, both earlier 
oie tie tae might interest vou. 131 
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improvement in ail departments of 
The ‘* Narrow-Gauge”™ Railroad which the epter- 
prise of our citizens carried forward in a time 
of the greatest discouragement, and which is now 
being extended, will o new fields of wealth 
to our city amid the —— 22 neighboring State 
of Wisconsin. 

Have hope and courage then, my fellow-citizens, 
and renewing to you ail my profound thanks. all 
my stncere and heartfelt acknowl! ents for your 
generous and hospitable welcome. I pray that hes 
Will believe that wherever I am, and whatever fate 
may betide me, all my aspirations will go up for 
the happiness and prosperity of all the people of 
Galena and Jo Daviess County. e 

After the speech of Mr. Washburne, which 
was intently listened to and applauded by the 


audience, the ple gathered around Mr. 
Washburne ond n shook hands and 
greeted him home again to the rocky hills of 
old Galena. 

The incessant fall of rain did not deter the 
citizens of Galena from giving Mr. Washburne 
a reception which his long meritorious public 
life entitles him from a grateful people. 


THE RAILROADS. 


HIGHER RATES. 

The long-predicted advance in freight- rates to 
the East goes into effect this morning. The 
General Freight Agents of the various roads 
leading East trom this city held another meet- 
ing yesterday at the office of the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern Railroad, and finally decided 
upon an advance of five cents per 100 pounds on 
fourth class, iuciuding grain. This makes the 
rate on grain and meats and hog /products 40 
cents per 100 pounds from Chicago to New York, 
and to other points in proportion. If the rail- 
roads mean to adhere to this rate during the 
winter, no one can find any fault with the ad- 
vance at this time. It has always been cus- 
tomary to make such advance at the close of 
navigation. What took the railroads so long to 
decide upon this advance was the reluct- 
ance of the Wabash and a few 
other Southwestern lines to agree to 
it, but it is stated that their opposition has been 
overcome, and that they will conform to the 
new rate decided upon yesterday. The pew 
rates are as follows: Ou fourth class and 
grain, to New York, 40 cents — 100 pounds; 
to Boston, 45 cents; to Philadelphia, 38 cents; 
and to Baltimore, 37 cents. To interior points 
the rates are based on the above. A few minor 
changes were also made in the classifications. 

New York, Oct. 16.—At a meeting of the 
railroad Presidents to-day it was decided to ad- 
vance rates on west-bound ights, to take 
effect Monday, Oct. 22 It is w is called 
“the $1 rate to Chicago.“ —an advance of 25 
cents per 100 pounds, and proportionately to 
other Western points. Freight agents are en- 
gaged in preparing the new schedule, which will 
be promulgated in a few days. No other busi- 
ness Was transacted.

CHICAGO, BURLINGTON & QUINCY. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad will be held at Boston some time dur- 
ing the next week. Mr. Robert Harris, the 
President of the road, will leave for that place 
to take part in the meeting next Monday, 
and Mr. C. E. Perkins, Vice-President 


of the road, is already there. This meet- 
ing will be of more than ordinary interest. 


Strong, General Superintendent, which was 
sent in some days ago, will have to be acted 
upon. If the resignation is accepted,—and there 
is hardly a doubt that it will be,—a new man will 
probably be elected to fill * position. As 
things look at present, Mr. W. C. Smith, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent, will, in all probability, be 
chosen to this important place, as there is no 
one better qualified to perform the responsibie 
duties of this position than he. Then it is more 
than likely that the resignation of Mr. C. E. 
Perkins, Vice-President, which was laid upon 
the table at the last meeting, will be taken up 
at this time and finally disposed of. If the 
resignation is accepted, then a new member of 
the Western Managing Board of the road, which 
at present consists of Messrs. J. C. Walker, 
Robert Harris, and . KE. Perkins, 
will have to be elected. The 
names of two gentlemen are mentioned for the 
position,—Mesers. A. T. Hall, Treasurer of the 
road, and Mr. George Armour, the elevator 
man, with the chances in favor of the former. 
The position of Vice-President will probably be 
left vacant for the present.

DES MOINES & Sr. JOE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

DesMores, Ia., Oct. 15.—Officers of the Nar- 
row-Gauge Road from this city to St. Joe, Mo., 
have recently retufned from the East, and re- 
port that several parties in Boston stand ready 
to build the road irom St. Joe to the State line. 
The Company, however, prefer to sell bonds 
and build the road themselves, and arrange- 
ments have been made for the completion of 
twenty-five miles before the Ist of January. 

From Alton, in this State, it is proposed to 
run along the dividés, instead of the river-val- 
ley.

We print this morning the call issued by 
the Cook County Republican Central Com- 
mittee for the Cook County Republican Con- 
vention, which is to be held next Tuesday, 
Oct. 23, at Farwell Hall, and also designating 
the places in the various wards and towns 
for the holding of primary meeting, on Mon- 
day, Oct. 22, for the election of delegates to 
the Convention. These primary meetings 
will determine the character of the Conven- 
tion and of the important nominations to be 
made, and only by the attendance of every 
citizen and taxpayer interested in an honest 
County Government can the Republicans 
hope to present a ticket that shall be certain 
of election. Never before was there 80 
pressing a necessity for turning out at the 
primaries, 


The reception tendered last evening by the 
citizens of Galena to the Hon. Exrav B. 
Waskavurne on the occasion of his return to 
their midst as a private citizan after a pro- 
tracted public career of distinguished useful- 
ness and honor, was a demonstration remark- 
able alike for its heartiness and for its non- 
partisan character. It was a Galena affair, 
in which politicshad no part. Old friends 
and neighbors, Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans, improved the opportunity to testify 
their affection and esteem for a man who 
has honored his city, his State, and his 
nation. The speeches of the occasion, 
which we print this morning, will be read 
with general interest, more especially the 
reminiscences so modestiy related in Mr. 
Wasununxz's reply to the address of wel- 
come. 


The Montenegrins combine war and hus- 
bandry in an admirable manner. After hav- 
ing whipped the Turks of late from pillar to 
post, captured Nicsics and several other im- 
portant positions, and not only cleared their 
own province of Ottomans, but considerable 
of the outlying territory, the army has gone 
home to sow the crops. After accomplishing 
this, they will probably lay down the shovel 
and the hoe, take up their rifles and spears, 
and go hunting Turks again until harvest, 
when, having threshed their enemies, they 
will turn their attention to threshing wheat. 
The diminutive character of little Montene- 
gro is sufficiently shown by this suspending 
of a campaign and sending the army home to 
attend tothe farming. That this heroic little 
band has not been guaranteed complete in- 
dependence and immunity from Turkish in- 
vasion by the Great Powers is not to the 
credit of their generosity or humanity. 


The triumph of the Republicans in Paris 
is even more complete than the reports of 
yesterday indicated. The majority thus far 
shown by the returns is 113. Fourteen sec- 
ond ballots will be necessary to fill vacancies 
and to decide contests. Vacancies arise 
from the French practice of nominating 
popular candidates in more than one dis- 
trict in order to insure an election. Sup- 
posing the fourteen seats not yet filled to be 
divided equally between the two parties, 
the Republicans will have a majority of 120. 
This ought to be sufficient to convince Presi- 
dent MacManon that his policy has not the 
confidence of the country. It is puerile of 
him and his supporters to maintain that the 
reduction of the majority is a verdict in his 
favor. It may safely de said that the popu- 
ler majority of the Republicans will be 500,- 
000; and the idea of free government does 
not contemplate resistance to sych an ex- 
pression of the popular will. 


It was yesterday decided by the County 
Board to submit to a vote of the people at 
the ensuing election the question of issuing 
bonds to the amount of $500,000 with which 
to carry forward the construction of the 
Court-House. By the report of yesterday's 
proceedings it is seen that the Board, by a 
‘vote of 9 to 6,—which very correctly repre- 
sents the Ring strength,—postponed indef- 
initely the proposition for a general reduc- 
tion of the salaries of county em. 
ployes, whereby a saving of $70,000 a 
year would be realized, and nobody 
be underpaid at that. As, for instance, the 
present County-Attorney, whoreceives $7,000 
a year, would be extremely well paid at 
$3,000, and so on down through.a long list 
of Ring favorites. There is no hope of hon- 
esty or retrenchment from the Board as now 
constituted, and, unless the taxpayers are 
fully resolved to break up the Ring by the 
election of five Commissioners of undoubted 
integrity, they will do well to negative the 
question of furnishing $500,000 more for 
the ringsters to divide among them. 


At the session of the Michigan State Bap- 
tist Convention on the 14th inst. the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church submitted 
a report, which contains the foliowing signifi- 
caut statement: 

As compared with the state of former years, they 
believe the present religious condition of the Bap- 
tist churches of Michigan calls for the deepest 
gratitude, and warrants the most jubilant anticipa- 
tions; but, as compared with the ideal church per- 
fection sketched in the Word, and to be progress- 
ively realized if the churches even retain their 
relative position and power, it is less encouraging. 
‘ Among the practical results which follow 
these potent defects are nearly one-third as many 
losses to our churches by exclusion as there are 
gains by baptism. 

In searching for the causes to account for 
this falling off, the Committee find that 
} skepticism closely follows evangelism ; that 
multitudes falsely suppose membership in 
the Kingdom of Heaven is better than mem- 
bership in a local church; and that others 
stampede from church to church. It does 
not seem to have occurred to the Committee 
that the Church itself may be responsible 
for not keeping up with the people, and 
that, while the human mind is progressive, 
the Church is conservative.

The plethora of loanable capital in 
Europe cis illustrated by the increase of de- 
posits in the chief Paris banks. The figures 
aro peculiarly interesting, because in France 
less than anywhere else in Europe do peo- 
ple deposit in banks. Last year the Paris 
deposits were thought to be something ex- 
traordinary, but they are surpassed by the 
deposits now held there by many millions.

The only cause in operation capable of 
producing a perturbation in the money mar- 
kets of Continental Europe is the scramble 
for gold in Germany and France. The Bank 
of England has recently lost pretty heavily of 
its specie reserves, and the disposition of the 
Bank is to advance the rates of interest for

The circulation of the Bank of En- 
gland Sept. 26, 1877, was £27,393,950, or 
$136,969,750; the coin and bullion on hand, 
$121, 445,035, and the deposits, $135,000, 000.

be sustained by the public) what they may 
lack in brilliancy. In one word, there is to 
be a grand national circus and tournament 
at arms. Tbe opening was greeted with 
well-filled galleries, and the enthusiasts be- 
gan by throwing bouquets to their favorites; 
the public may be impelled to throw cab- 
bages and even more unsavory tokens before 
the conclusion of the performance. Unfor- 
tunately it is the old political hacks that are 
to be trotted ont thus gaily caparisoned, 
and the people will be very much disgusted 
with the exhibition as soon as they shall dis- 
cover the deception.

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THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

A correspondent at Boscobel, Wis., asks 
us for information concerning the meaning 
of the often quoted rate of discount of the 
Bank of. England. The matter ts a very 
plain one. The Bank of England is allowed 
to issue notes upon Government bond securi- 
ties held by it up toa certain amount, say 
$70,000,000. The Bank is also allowed to 
issue notes, pound for pound, to the amount 
of all the gold it has in its possession. It 
holds the greater part of the available gold 
in Great Britain. When a demand is made 
for gold for exportation, the Bank of England 
notes are returned to the Bank and the gold 
is withdrawn. This reduces the amount of 
the circulation of the Bank. The Bank not 
only discounts commercial paper itself, but 
it does a large business in rediscounting the 
commercial paper discounted by all the other 
British banks. To draw largely on its gold is 
to reduce the amount of its own bank-notes, 
and hence the Bank protects itself in such 
an emergency by raising the rate of discount 
on commercial paper. Thus, if the rate of 
interest on commercial paper is 3 per cent, 
and all its bank-notes are in circulation, a 
demand for $20,000,000 in gold compels it 
to retire that sum of its own notes. The 
Bank at once raises the rate of discount to 4, 
or 5, or 6 per cent, or whatever rate will 
attract gold to London to be loaned out; 
this gold rapidly finds its way into the Bank 
of England: When the Bank raises its rate 
of interest or discount, all the other banks 
advance theirs. It continues the high rate 
until such time as the market is readjusted 
by the receipt of gold to take the place of 
that sent out. The moment the rate of in- 
terest on bank loans—discounts of commer- 
cial and business paper—is raised in London 
above the rates of interest in Paris, Berlin, 
Frankfort, Amsterdam, or the other Euro- 
pean markets, gold is withdrawn from those 
points where interest is low, and sent to Lon- 
don where it can command the higher rate. 
As the Bank of England holds the reserves of 
nearly all the British banks, private, joint 
stock, and provincial, its condition is of deep 
concern to the whole British commercial 
community, and a reduction of its reserves 
by the withdrawal of large sums of gold 
has an instant effect upon the public mind. 
To advance the rate of discount—that is, 
the rate of interest on borrowed money in 
England—higher than is asked for in 
Franée, Germany, or Holland, at once at- 
tracts the gold to London, where it finds its 
way to the Bank of England. 

If any Greenbacker in Wisconsin assumes 
that the Bank of England discounts its own 
bank-notes, and that that is what is meant 
by raising the Bank rate of discount, he is 
sadly mistaken. The notes of that Bank are 
redeemable on demand in gold, and the in- 
stitution must have the gold in the Bank be- 
fore it can issue the notes, except to the lim- 
ited extent which it is authorized to issue 
notes secured by a deposit of national 
bonds. For nearly half a century the Bank 
of England has never refused or failed to re- 
deem its notes in gold on demand. 
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HOW THE MONEY GOES IN LONDON. 
The annual report for 1876 of the Treas- 


urer of London has been issued, and makes 
a fommidable showing of figures, as com- 
pared with the financial reports of American 
cities. By way of local comparison, some 
of these figures will be of interest. Mayor 
Heata draws a salary of $3,700, and is al- 
lowed the privilege of spending it all or 
spending none of it, as he pleases,—wherein 
he has the advantage of the Lord Mayor of 
London. The latter, in addition to the extra 
prefix to his title, has a comfortable salary of 
$50,000, but he is not expected to save a 
cent of it, or to growl if his expenses exceed 
his income. His most .onerous official duty 
consists in dinner-giving and entertaining, 
and these little items alone will give our 
readers some idea of the enormous amount 
it must require to keep up his state: His 
violet train gown costs 885, his state train 
robe $565, and his velvet reception-robé 
$325. If our Mayors were obliged to lay out 
nearly $1,000 in good clothes as soon as they 
entered upon the duties of their offices, and 
then to make a spread every day in the year 
of turtle, grouse, and other luxuries, there 
would probably be fewer candidates than 
there are now. The other city officers of 
London also receive large salaries, as com- 
pared with ours, and we presume it would 
be treason to the Crown if any one of them 
saved a farthing or refused to invest their 
earnings in victuals and drink. The Comp- 
troller receives $10,000; our Comptroller, 
$5,000. Thus, Mr. Farweit may consider 
himself favored ; for, while the Comptroller of 
London gets only twice as much as he, the May- 
orof London geis over sixteen times as much 
as Mayor Hearn. The Treasurer of London 
gets $7,500; our Treasurer, $2,500; the 
City Attorney of London $10,000, ours 
85,000; the City Clerk of London $10,000, 
ours $3,250; the Superintendent of Police 
of London $3,500, while Superintendent 
Hickey comes closely up to him with $3,145 j 
the City Physician of London $2,625, ours 
$1,500; and so on. 

Dinner-giving in London is a serious mat- 
ter. When the Prince of Wales visited 
Chicago years ago and was entertained in 
royal state at the Richmond House with 
prairie-chickens and venison, and the guests 
had the most roystering time primitive Chica- 
go had ever known, it cost only a few hundred 
dollars, and yet every citizen of Chicago at 
that time, from Lona Jonm down, flattered

would never see such a spread again. 
When the Prince of Wales recently re- 
turned from his Indian trip, the City of Lon- 
don gave him a little dinner which cost 
only $137,880, The pounds, shillings, 
and pence were flung about somewhat as 


at Guildhall ready for their reception, and 
their bills amounted to $52,240,—a sum suf- 
ficient to put up a handsome business block 
in Chicago. Flowers to the value of $4,000 
blossomed in the windows and on the stair- 
cases, and the gas that shone upon them 
cost $835. The eatables footed up $25,490, 
and wine washed them down to the 
tane of $8,655, to recover from the effects 
of which cost $255 in mineral-water. The 
dance programmes cost $2,795, the banquet 
and ball tickets $1,720, and the general 
printing $1,160. The vocalists who warbled 
their dulcet strains were paid $1,115, and 
the bands that blew theinnoisye welcomes 
were satisfied when they received a check 
for $1,570. The casket that was presented 
the Prince cost $2,700, and it took $70 
to illuminate the long-winded address that 


was read to him. The reckless providers 


spent $725 for gloves, perfumery, and hair- 
brushes,—probably more than the whole din- 
ner to the Prince in old.time Chicago cost. 
The messengers who called the carriages 
went home with $90, the hostlers with $35, 
the gravel-spreaders with $165, the special 
police with $1,400, the ‘committee men with 
$1,500, the firemen $275; and, last but not 
least, $2,500 were paid in gratuities to wait- 
ers and others in the service that night. By 
the side of that dinner our civic banquets to 
distinguished guests seem small affairs, but 
the Corporation of London is not extrava- 
gant, from one point of view. The most of 
our large cities are head and ears in debt, 
New York, the principal dinner-giver, being 
hopelessly swamped. The corporation which 
gave this $150,000 dinner had an income 
last year of $3,216,250. Its total debt 
amounts to but $22,655,000, while New York 
City can show a net debt of over $125,- 
000,000 ! 3 


THE SILVER QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 

Oongress has mow convened. It is the 
Congress elected at the Presidential election, 
and the members have had a year’s leisurely 
intercourse with their constituents, and meet 
under circumstances justifying the expecta- 
tion that they understand and are prepared 
to carry out the wishes of the people. The 
called session ordinarily would have nothing 
to do but to dispose of the special subject 
—the deficiency in last winter’s appropria- 
tions—and adjourn, but there is no law or 
practice coupling the action of Congress to 
that subject, nor anything prohibiting such 
other immediate legislation as may be re- 
quired by the present condition of the 
country. 

Since the Presidential election the ques- 
tion most thoroughly discussed has been that 
of the recoinage of silver; since then the 
great body of the people have become aware 
of the wrong perpetrated in 1873, when the 
coinage of the silver dollar was prohibited, 
and the whole subject has been considered, 
free of party feeling. We suppose that no 
intelligent person will dispute that the pop- 
ular judgment on the question is strongly in 
favor, not only of the recomage of the dollar, 
but of its remonetization. Congress certain- 
ly can have no doubt as to what the country 
demands in this particular. 

There are, however, two factions opposing 
the restoration of the silver dollar. One of 
these urges that policy which will so contract 
the currency that the sole legal tender in 
circulation will be gold coin. The other fa- 
vors the practical discontinuance of metallic 
currency, and an unlimited issue of paper 
legal tenders. These two factions are largely 
represented in Congress, and the two com- 
bining constitute a strong opposition to the 
restoration of the silver dollar. The one 
favors the resumption of specie payments at 
the carliest moment by the most rigorous 
contraction of the currency; the other favors 
the indefinite postponement ef specie pay- 
ments, by the enlarged issue of paper, and 
the consequent depreciation of the paper. 


It may not be untimely to contrast the prob- 


able effects of the opposing measures of pa- 
per expansion and of the recoinage of the 
silver dollar. 

Thus, what would be the probable effect 
of a law providing for the moderate expan- 
sion of greenbacks at the rate of $50,000,- 
00 a year? Greenbacks are now worth 97 
cents on the dollar in gold. The first effact 
of the passage of such a law—the national 
adoption of the policy of an irredeemable 
paper currency—would be to depreciate the 
present outstanding greenbacks, and be- 
fore the first additional $50,000,- 
000 were issued greenbacks would be 
selling for 90 cents on the dollar, with a 
downward tendency. As the additional 
millions were issued, increasing the amount 
to be redeemed, and postponing the possi- 
bility of redemption, the decline in value 
would proceed from 90 to 85, 80 to 75, 70, 
and at the end of the five years they would 
not be worth over 60 cents on the dollar, if 
that. The loss would be a heavy one. The 
twelve hundred or fifteen hundred millions 
of dollars now on deposit in the savings 
banks and institutions, now worth to the 
owners 97 cents on the dollar in gold, would 
be reduced in value immediately by the mere 
passage of such an act, and the loss would 
be continuous day after day as the green- 
backs would fall. The like loss would fall 
upon every man in the country who had 
money on deposit in any bank; the value of 
daily wages would be less at the end of a 
week than it was at the beginning. While a 
man would be earning his monthly wages, 
the dollars to his credit would be falling 
in value. This process would revive all 
the labor troubles. Wages might not be re- 
duced by the employers, but the value of 
the wages would shrink day after day, until 
the dollars in which workmen would be 
paid would fall in value from 97 cents down 
till they reached 60 or 50 cents. Then there 
would be strikes for an increase, and resist- 
ance, and all the troubles of the past would 
be rendwed. | 

At the end of five or ten years the country 
would have reached that point where it was 
ten or twelve years ago, and from which it 
has been struggling to recover. The néces- 
sity for bettering the currency would be as 
great as it has been since 1865, and then the 
werk which has gradually built the green- 
back up from 45 to 97 cents would have to 
be begun and done all over again. 

Now, suppose Congress, instead of provid- 
ing for the issue of $50,000,000 additional 
greenbacks annually, should provide that the 


| mints be authorized to coin silver dollars, of 


the old standard weight, tothe sum of $50,- 
000,000 annually for five or ten years, what 
would be the. effect of that legislation? The 
capacity of the mints is said to be $50,000,- 
000 silver coin a year. That sum exceeds, 
perhaps, the annual product of the silver 
mines of the country. The product of Amer- 
ican silver, which now goes to swell the 
world’s supply and has contributed to create 
a surplus of the metal, would be absorbed at 
home. The first effect of the enactment of 
such a law would be to raise the value of 


is bulky, and it would be inconvenient to 
handle, is a weak one. There are but few 
transactions where any large sums of silver 
could not be transferred by check and bills 
of exchange. Should, however, the silver 
accumulate, the same course could be 
adopted that is now followed with respect to 
gold. The silver could be deposited in the 
Treasury as gold now is, and the certifi- 
cates of the Treasury could be used for all 
business purposes. There are, on an average, 
certificates of gold deposits to the amount of 
$45,000,000 always outstanding, and pass 
from hand to hand whenever necessary. Can 
there be any question as to which of these 
measures should be adopted, and which should 
commend itself to the judgment of an intelli- 
gent legislative body? The friends in Congress 
of the restoration of silver and its free coin- 
age should not hesitate to take steps at once, 
and during this special session, to legislate on 
this subject. Silver should be made as gold 
is,—free to be coined at the mint for the 
person owning the metal; the coinage of the 
old dollar should be legally re-established, 
and the dollar should be made a legal-tender 
for any amount. The whole country under- 
stands this question, and is prepared to ac- 
cept immediate action by Congress restoring 
the old silver dollar.

EPISCOPALIANS, 
THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 16.—A great crowd at- 
tended the session of the Episcopal Convention 
toxlay, owing to the expected debate on the 
question of organizing a Constitutional Com- 
mission. 

The Committee appointed to consider the reso- 
lutions of the Rev. Mr. Welsh, of Philadelphia, 
presented aloag report on the duty of the 
Church in its work among the masses. The re- 
port recognized the necessity of providing for 
the spiritual wants of the people, and recom- 
mend Brotherhoods and Sisterhoods in the 
work of the Church under direction of the 
Bishops. Litanies and lectures are advised, and 
the desecration of the Sabbdth by capitalists de- 
plored. Alluding to the recent labor disorders, 
the report reminds the people that without in- 
culcating sound principles in educating the 
masses, property and religion, would be at the 
mercy of Communistic bodics whom it would be 
difficult to oppose by physical force or laws. 

Resolutions in the spirit of the report were 
adopted. 

Gov. Stevenson, of Kentucky, offered a reso- 
lution that the Committee on Expenses con- 
sider the question of having the General Con- 
vention hold its sessions henceforth in New 
York, and to consider the propriety of each dio- 
cese defraying the expenses of its deputation. 
Adopted. 

A message was received from the House of 
Bishops. They had adopted a canon for the 
organization of a Sisterhood of Deaconcsses 
substantially as recommended by the Lower 
House. 

On motion of Dr. Andrews, of Southern Ohio, 
a resolution was adopted forthe appointment 
of a committee of five Bishops, five Presbyters, 
and five laymen, to consider what changes were 
necessary in the Hymnal, and report at the next 
General Convention. 

An exceedingly animated scene was created 
by Dr. Livermore, of Minnesota, who introduced 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the survival of the union of the 
Church and State is prejudicial to the best interests 
of religion, and the House of Deputies expresses 
its sympathy with the efforts now being made 
for the severing of Church from State in England. 

As soon as read, a hundred delegates at least 
were on their feet. and called upon the Chair- 
man to lay the resolution on the table, and it 


‘was promptly done. 


An amendment to the constitution for the 
organization of a Constitutional Commission 
came up shortly after noon. Dr. De Koven. of 
Wisconsin, who presented the memorial from 
the Diocesean Convention of that State, opened 
the discussion, and made an eloquent speech in 
support of the amendment, as also did Dr. 
Beers, of California. Dr. Norton, of Virginia, 
had the floor when the Convention teok a re- 


cess. : 

At the afternoon session the discussion on the 
proposed amendment for a Constitutional Com- 
mission was continued. Dr. De Koven offered 
as a substitute for the report that a committee 
to consist of three Bishops, three Presbyters, 
and three laymen be appointed to consider ail 
matters relating to the amendment of the con- 
stitution, and report at the next General Con- 
vention. 

Dr. De Koven offered to withdraw if the Con- 
vention would allow it to come up after action 
had been taken on the report, and he did so. 

The report of the Committee to v hom the 
matter was origidally referred was that any 
action toward the establishment of a Commis- 
sion was inexpedient. 

Mr. Burgwin, of Pittsburg, then offered a 
resolution substantially like that of Dr. De 
Koven, except that it required the Committee to 
be com of twenty-one instead of nine. 
He proposed that his resolve be acted on jointly 
with the report, whereupon President Burgess 
decided him out of order. 

Mr. Burgwin appealed, and discussion ensued. 
The final result was the withdrawal of the ap- 
peal, alter motion had been made to lay it on tho 
table. 

Discussion came up on the report. After 
debate the report of the Committee was adopted 
by acclamation. 

Dr. De Koven’s substitute then came up under 
a suspension of the rules by a vote of 177 to 17 
and the resolutions of Mr. Burgwin were added 
to it in the form of an amendment. 

The same will an up in the order of un- 
finished business again. 

The question of a Constitutional Commission 
by the adoption of tue report is practicall 
killed, and there is but little hope entertain 
by the supporters of the measure of accomplish- 
ing anyt at the present Convention.

EDUCATION. 

The Rev. Dr. Noyes, of ‘Evanston, submitted 
a report on Education. The report lamented 
the fact that more money was not contributed 
to the interests of education by the churches, 
and stated that out of 148 churches 
in the Synod, ninety had given absoilute- 
ly nothing to the support of education. Some 
churches had given as high as $2,000 to the 
Foreign Mission Board and not one cent to edu- 
cation. The report further stated that the 
churches of this Synod had contributed to the 
Board of Education during the year $1,261.79, 
and had received $2,152.50, being $890.71 more 
than had been given. Tne Chicago Presbytery 
had given $985. Of its forty-five churches, 
thirtv-one had given nothing. The Freeport 
Presbytery, $187; twenty-one of its thirty five 
had given nothing, The Ottawa Presbytery had 

iven $68; of its twenty-seven churches fifteen 

d given nothing. The Rock River Presbytery 
had given $496; of its forty-one churches 
twenty-three had given nothing. Report adopt- 
ed. 


DR. POOR. 

On motion, Dr. Poor, of Philadelphia, Secre- 
tary of the National Presbyterian Board of Edu- 
cation, was invited to deliver an address before 
the Synod. He spoke of the disadvantages un- 
der waich the educational interests of the church 
labored. The Board of Foreign Missions, he 
said, aroused the feelings of the people by large 
periodical gatherings, and hence the former suf- 
fered and was unpopular. Dr. Poor produced 
statistics to show that there was a lack of min- 
isters in the denomination. The speaker gave 
some excellent advice to the younger ministers 
of the Presbyteries and the graduates of the 
seminaries. 

The report of Dr. Poor was made the subject 
of a lengthy discussion, in the torm of questions 
asked the Secretarv Oy the delegates present. 

The report was finally adopted.

AFTERNOON. 

The members of the Synod reassembled at 2 
p. m., pursuant to adjournment. : 

Several new delegates arrived from Chid¢ago. 

The Rev. Dr. Bailey was heard in behalf of 
the Lake Forest University. He said that the 
present institutions in operation there were the 
Acadewy, Ferry Hall, and the Collegiate De- 
partment. The resources were over $300,000, 
but of this sum only $50,000 was productive 
only enough to endow two Professorships. 

Dr. Blackburn and Dr. Gibson presented the 
claims of the Seminary of the Northwest, 

The Rev. Mr. Chrisman preseuted the inter- 
ests of the Freedmen’s Committee. The report 
of the Committee on Freedmen was adopted. 

Dr. Blackburn, the Treasurer of the Synod, 
submitted his report, which was referred to the 
Auditing Committee. The report showed that 
the receipts had been ‘about $94, and the ex- 
penditures about $87, leaving a balance of $7, 

Tne Rev. J. H. Walker, of Chicago, offered a 
resolution to the effect that, recognizing the 
importance to the Church of Lake Forest Uni- 
versity and the Seminary of the Northwest, 
the institutions both be commended to 
the liberality of the churches, and that 
contributions be taken up in all the 
churches in the Synod without delay to meet 
the immediate wants of the Seminary, and that 
the friends of education be urged to contribute 
tothe permanent endowment of Lake Forest 
University. Unanimously adopted. 

The Synod adjourned to 7:30. 

7 EVENING. 

At the stipulated time the ministers and lay- 
men came together atthe church. The build- 
ing was well filled with ladies and gentlemen, 

The Rev. Josiah Leonard offered prayer. 

The Rev. John R. Finley, of Rock Island, sub- 
mitted a report on Sunday-schools and publica- 
tions, upon which subject he spoke at length, 
According to the report ot this 
Committee there are now 20,462 
Sunday-school scholars in the Synod, an in- 
crease of 718 over last year. The receipts of 
the Board were but $519 this year, a decrease 
of $248 from last year, The report was adoptei. 

Dr. Monroe Gibson, of Chicago, also ad- 
dressed the Assembly upon the same subject. 
His arguments were all to show that tliere was 
more power inthe Sunday-school than in any 
other religious organization. It was the pioneer 
of the Gospel.

Return of Two Wanderers Through 
Her Majesty's Dominions. 
Referring to Bulkley and Gulld, of the 
State Savings. 


They Decline to Be Interviewed Except 
by Judge Otis. 


Seldom has a more perfect instance of the 
change of public feeling been furnished through 
the single agency of time thaa in the case of 
Guild and Bulkley, Cashier and Assistant 
Cashier respectively of the State Savings Insti- 
tution. That institution ciosed its doors Tues- 
day afternoon, Aug. 28, and the papers of the 
next morving informed the citizens of Chicago 
that there had been a smash. Somewhere 
about Monday evening or e@rly Tuesday morn- 
ing the aforementioned officers, fearing to meet 
the wrath to come when the depositors should 
learn the worst, concluded that the best course 
they could pursue until at least the storm was 
past was to make themselves scarce. , It is 
quite probable that they did not wait until 
Wednesday morning, but both tuok time by the 
forelock, and allowed the darkness to cover 
their flight. Everybody remembers what fol- 
lowed—the fervent wishes on the part of the 
depositors that they had them d—d thieves, to 
hang em up toalamp-post’’; the stormy meet- 


ine inthe Tabernacle; the scheme to contribute 


money to get them back and—hang them, etc. 
Everybody also remembers how the excitement 
quieted down; how the once angry depositors 
ceased to manifest an absorbing interest in the 
subject of rope and lamp-posts; and how, of 
late, there has been rumor on rumor that the 
two ex-oflicers were working to get back, make 
a clean breast of it, and stand their chances. 
Tne rumors culminated yesterday morning in 
their actual return. Instead of coming as they 
went, like the thief in the night, they rode into 
town in broad daylight. Under just 
what conditions they return is not 
exactly clear. As will be secn 
below, they say they have cometo stay. Ac- 
cording to State’s-Attorney Mills tney have 
come back ona sort of promise of temporary 
immunity. According to Mr, Asay, who isn’t 
their attorney, but who represents certain cred- 
itors, who thought it a good thing to get them 
back and have them tell all they know, they 
come under what is known as a safe-conduct.”’ 
According to Mr. Mills again, the crimina) pro- 
ceedings against the pair will begin immediately 
on the termination of the County Commission- 
ers’ trial. Whatever may be the truth in this 
matter, one thing is certain: they are here, and 
are ready to tell the Receiver ail they 
know. At any rate, they say they 
are. From a conversation held with Judge Otis 
vesterday, a TRIBUNE reporter learned that his 
investigations had come to that point where 
THEIR PRESENCE WAS DEEMED NECESSARY 

in order not only to explain certain transactions, 
but to facilitate the drawing up of certain deeds 
and other papers so as to * the Receiver an 
unassailable title at once all the property 
which the bank is supposed to own. Guild, 
Sulkley, Dr. Smith, and Goodwin constitute a 
majority of the Board of Directors. In a vear 
or two the Receiver could probably get the ques- 
tion of absolute title settled so that there would be 
no question about it when he put up the prop- 
erty for sale. But a delay of this kind would 
be ratber unfortunate in case a favorable oppor- 
tunity presented itself to dispose of the proper- 
iy. The bank is supposed to owna good deal of 


property. but, in order to ascertain whether out- 


side parties have any claims whereby they could 
dispute the bank's title in the courts, Judge 
Otis thought it not 7 proper but quite neces- 
sary to have somebody here who knew all about 
the bank’s property, bow it acquired it, and 
just how strong or how weak the outside claims 
were, provided there were any at all. 
Accordirgly, be simply told the authorities that 
in his opmion it was for the best interests of 
the depositors to have Guild and Bulkley come 
back, and shed what light they could on these 
various matters. As to the immunity business, 
he had nothing to say. All he wanted was their 
explanations, and the authorities might arrange 
the rest as they thought best. In short, it was 
a matter in which he had no interest, and with 
which he felt he had nothing to do. All he 
wanted was such explanations of matters as 
would benefit the depositors. And that was 
all the connection be had, said the Judge, with 
the project of bringing them back. 

About 3 o’clock yesterday aiternoon, Guild 
and Bulkley walked into the bank from which 
they had walked out some six or seven weeks 
ago. If they have stolen anything, which they 
deny with many strong protestations of inno- 
cence, they certainly do net show it in their out- 
ward make-up. In fact, it would be diflicult to

in all Chicago. None of the insignia of wealth 
are about them. The clothes they wear are the 
clothes they wore when they went away, a little 
rubbed and shiny withal, as if their stay on her 
Majesty’s soil had showed itseif on their dry 
goods. Walking back into the rear of the bank, 
the janitor was the first to recognize them.“ 
Understanding that they were to come, and

The Judge said 
he was glad to see them, and would like tohave 
a talk with them. His visitors réplied that 
they were proud of the honor, and were equally 
disposed to have a talk with him. The result 
of it all was that a conference was agreed upon 
for 5 o’clock. Then Guild and Bulkley went 
forth upon the street to follow their 
own sweet wills. Unfortunately 
for the conference, Judge Otis’ 
right-hand man, George Loomis, was 
compelled to attend one of the courts in the 
afternoon as a witness, and the result was that 
when 5 o’clock catne he had not been able to 
get such papers together as the Judge wanted 
when he got ready to put his questions to the 
boys. They came, however, as did also Dr. 
Smith, and Mr. Bonney, one of the Receiver’s 
attorneys. The lateness of the hour, however, 
and the absence of the aforesaid papers, as well 
as the absence of Mr. High, another of the Re- 
ceiver’s attorneys, proved such adrawback tothe 
holding ot a regular old-fashioned powwow 
that it was concluded best on all accounts 
to postpone the business until this afternoon.

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AWFUL CARNAGE. 


‘fhe Battles Before Plevna of the 12th 
and 13th of September. f

Reckless Disregard of Human 
Life by the Russian 
Commanders. 


Thousands of Their 
Butchered in Hopeless 
Assaults. 


The Russian Losses in the Two Days 
Estimated at 20,000 Men. 


Correspondence London Telegraph. 
Pigvna, Sept, 15.—Three days have passed 
gince I wrote, bringing with them the two 
t battles of the campaign, and resulting 
ip Russian loss of 20,000 men, six guns, cais- 
sops, and equipments, as well as immense 
quantities of ammunition, rifles, and r ef- 


33 the 12th, about midday, aides- 
emp came galloping with the intelligence 
that the Russians were advancing from the 
porthern @rection upon our third line of de- 
fense, and also from the Loftcha road upon our 
gecond. It was clear that a great pattie was 
imminent, and that we must now fight for our 
very existence. Wün great coolness and ealm- 
ness Osman Pasha gave his directions, sending 
men in each direction, as he thought they would 
be most wanted, and forwarding orders to the 
yarious commanders with regard to their plan 


of operations. 

Finding that the attack on the Loftcha side 
would begin first, 1 hurried thither. To ex- 
plain the exact position, I should say that on 
this side the Turks occupied a long the 
summit of which was a rounded hill nearly cov- 
ered with wood. On the ridge, and at the top, 
were three redoubts; all round the ridge ran a 
continuous intrenchment, capable of holding 
say, five battalions of men. The redoubts held 
in all about twelve guns, and were very strong. 
To ement the force already there, Osman 
Pasha had * the redou and on the 
obverse of the hill, as reserve, five other bat- 
talions,so that in all the Turks had about 
thirteen battalions on this eminence, together 
with about 2,000 Bashi-Bazouks in the woods. 
As mppert to the position there runs a 
iittle at an obtuse angie to the larger 
one, and bere also Osman Pasha placed two 
guns and two battalions of men. The nearest 
redoubt on the second line of defense was also 
able at times to lend its assistance, so that the 
point which the Russians had chosen for attack 
was certainly none of the weakest. The men 
were all kept well under cover; and, beyond 
ap shell thrown by the Turks at the 
masses of the enemy when they unduly ex- 
posed themselves, the Russians were allowed to 

pretty close without much molesta- 
tion. Without any difficulty every movement 
they made could be seen from the Ottoman line, 
— I was thus enabled to watch the advance 
of the Russians without worse interruption 
than was due to the heavy shell fire with which 
they heralded their approach, from several bat- 
teries of guns brought up on an opposite slope 
covered with thicket. To me it appeared that 
the Russians very unnecessarily exposed their 
men to our fire as they brought them up to 
the rise. There was no attempt, apparently, 
to keep them out of sight, and, as a conse- 
quence, they began to suffer heavily very early 
in the fight, being shelled by all our batteries 
before they reached the foot of the ascent. The 
Martini-Hienry rifle, too, with which the Turks 
aré armed, played already upon their ranks with 
great force, making many a man fall out—fre- 
quently forever. The plan of the Russians was 
to bring on three or four regiments of four bat- + 
tations apiece, one after the other, in a great 
column, with very little distance between the 
battalions,—an obviously foolish proceeding 
when within 800 yards of our position, as the 
great gans in their ranks which our sbells soon 
to make very quickly showed. As they 
ap hed the bill the Muscovs broke into open 
, , and made a short rush for a line in the 
ground which offered some little cover, and 
thence they weated us to a storm of rifle bal- 
lets, while their guns in rear shelled our redoubts 
and fintrenchments liberally. I did not see 
wany Turks fall, however, for shell-fire al- 
dough terrible for individuals if it chance to 
ome on them, is hot dangerous for troops in a 
„ high, narrow trench, or a well-made re- 
doubt. The Rrssiaus appeared to think other- 
aed for nearly an hot continded thetr dis- 
ram Shell and rifle fire, not moving nearer till 
nearly 2o’clock, when they began to come up 
inearnest. To attempt to describe what fol- 
lowed is past the power of writing. No sooner 
di they show themselves in the open than 
their first rank was almost swept away by the 
fearful fire which the Turks poured in upon 
them; On rushed the second battalion, getting 
a little further up the hill, but sharing the 
me tate. A third made a little more prog- 
ress, only to cover the ground with corpses 
even vy: then a fourth line was all but 
mowed down, the men behind still pushing up 
the nill over the thickening bodies of their fall- 
en comrades, mainvaining the while a heavy fire, 
but not greatly u juring the Turks, who were 
nearly covered by their intrenchments. I am 
to say how many the Russians were los- 
lag at this moment. but there must have been 
thousands of them beaten down by the storm 
of bullets which came upon their masses as hey 
ended the deadly slopes. Sti oni they came, 
the troops that were killed being constantly re- 
placed by others, till they were actually so near 
the top of our ridge that they could fire into the 
intrenchments, and their officers did, as a mat- 
ter of fact. use their revolvers. Young Dr. Ryan 
& brave young Irishman here, has since dressed 
several revolver wounds received during this 
struggle. At that supreme moment the Turks 
were reinforced, and, rising out of their cover, 
made a rush forward. Away went the Russians 
pell-mell, the Turks firing into them and cheer- 
ing loudly as their enemy ran down the hill 
© gain the shelter. of the valley,—not 
many of them getting away, however, 80 
was the hail of bullets. Over 
the trenches now too went the Turkish 
cavalry a little way in pursuit, being, however, 
ride far on account of the Russian 
which thundered upon them from the 
hill beyond, killing, however, a good many 
- Moreof the Russians than of our horsemen. 
The fight so far had cost the Czar near! y 3,000 
men. and had given him no advantage. The 
E contioued, but, as I now heard the 
attack quickening on the northern side, I has- 
tened over there to see what might happen. Ten 
minutes’ trot brought me to thescene of action. 

Here the position to be attacked was a very 

cult one, and I am still at a loss to account 
forthe attempt the Russians made. In the 
t place, they tried to come up the centre of 
the face of a steep hill, which was held by five 
strong redoubts.

How shall I describe the scene which ensued? 
The Bashi-Bazouks were fleeing down the side 
of the hill, the Russians running in among the 
trees and firing upon their retreating foes, 
knocking them over like pheasants fluttering 
out of a preserve. The road at the foot of the 
hill, crowded with bundreds of these terrified 
irregulars, was also thronged with women and 
children flying from the outrage and death 
which they believed awaited them if once caught 
by the Russians; hundreds of men were urying 
to remove their household goods and their fam- 
ilies, all struggling, shouting, crying, running 
to escape the foe who was now on the hillside. 
It was vain to try to bear up against such an 
epidemic of flight; even some of the regular 
troops who had by this time forsaken the re- 
doubts got mingled with the terror-stricken 
mass, and were running too, bead down, rifle 
held very loosely, ready to be thrown away at 
a moment’s notice,—anything to save dear life. 
I tried to get to the front to see whether the 
Russians meant conting on into town, but was 
utterly unable, and, my horse having been 
wounded in two places by bullets, I had to con- 
sider what was best to be done. On the whole 
I thonght it time to fall back upon the main 
line of the Turks and see what would happen. 
It was well I did so, for a moment later the 
whole hill was in the possession of the Rus- 
sians, with the exception of the two lower re- 
doubts and the intrenchment which connected 
them. The upper one had been occupied by 
them, and they were pouring down in great 
masses upon the other two and doing their ut- 
most to take them. From where I now stood 1 
could see every move as in a panorama. Push- 
ing forward two battalions near the lowest and 
smallest fort of all, they got behind two mntrench- 
ments which had been previously made by the 
Turks as a shelter for the reserve, but which 
were now of immense advantage to the Rus- 
sians, and therefrom poured in a withering fire 
upon the Turks in the little redoubt and the in- 
trenchments. Their batteries also from the top 
of the hill shelled the two redoubts with tre- 
mendous vigor, and fresh bodies of infantry 
every moment flocked up with the view of mak- 
ing good the Russian hold upon the hill. Notn- 
ing pow could be of any avail except the despe- 
rate valor of the Turks im those two redoubts. 


subjected to fearful attacks under cover of the 
darkness; they were altogether isolated from 
Plevua and the rest of the camp, and thousands 
of Russians were on all sidesof them. If they 
attempted to confront those that were coming 
up in face of the hill, they must necessarily ex- 
pose their backs to those in the intrench- 
ments behind the fort. If they hesitated 
for a moment, their enemies, who now out- 
numbered them ten to one, would jump into 
the trenches and bayonet them ail, for there 
was no chance of escape. With a bravery which 
deserves to be recorded and henored for all 
time, that isolated band held fiercely to their 
places, fighting all through the dreadful night. 
Hour after hour, as I watched the flashes of 
their rifles, I could tel how terrible was their 
position, and I believe l was almost as thankful 
as they were when morning broke and brought 
with it relief. The first rays of dawlight showed, 
however, that the Russians had not been idle 
in many other ways, and that, under cover of 
the darkness, they had thrown up intrench- 
ments ail over the bill, with a view to making 
it unassailable. How far it was so, events were 
soon to show. 

Osman Pasha, looking very grim and very des- 

rate, was quickly out studving the position. 

is prospects were not cheering. A part of his 
scheme of defense had been broken down, and 
20,000 Russians were within his lines. Plevna 
might fall into their hands at any moment, and 
the two little forts might be stormed. Amongst 
the wounded, too, was Hassan Pasha, the com- 
mander of the previous day at this poing. It 
was indeed a somewhat dismal! lookout for Os- 
man Pasha on Thursday morning, Sept. 13. A 
few moments, however, apparently decided him. 
Ordering Emir Pasha and Dadir Pasha to com- 


mand. —one the front attack anil the other the 


rear movement,—he determined to carry the hill 
by assault. It was a desperate move, but then 
it was a desperate hour, and to make it succeed 
Osman Pasha well knew that he bad des- 
perate men. I suppose that the force allotted 
to this difficult task was about twen- 
ty battalions, of which a par: were 
ordered to ascend the hill from Plevna, while 
part, under Emir Pasha, came round in rear of 
the ridge, so as eventually to descend upon the 
Russians from a neighboring Reicht. By 6 
o’clock the troops were in motion, and the bat- 
tery in the headquarter camp was vigorously 
shelling the wood and the big redoubt at the 
top of the hill. Very shortly the battalions 
under Dakir Pasha were in front of the Russian 
intrenchments, and advancing upon them. The 
soldiers in the redoubts at this moment moved 
a little forward towards the enemy, and in this 
way began one of the most severe conflicts on 
record. To estimate this pattie at its proper 
value it must be understood that the hill was so 
steep tnat at places the troops had the greatest 
physical difficulty in going up;*that it was 
singularly well suited for the defense, the 
ground being full of inequalities favora- 
ble to those who held the summit; and 
that at the top, near the redoubt now in the 
hands of the Russians, was a thick wood 
occupied by them with some thousands of 
troops. The Russians had at least as many 
men as the Turks sent to assail them. Such 
were the conditions of the fight. During the 
night the enemy had also brought into the re- 
doubt Wur heavy guns in addition to the two 
they hal taken from the Turks; they had, fur- 
thermore, established two batteries on an ad- 
iacent hill, which somewhat overlooked the 
K ish position: and they were now engaged 
* —— shelling the advancing Turks and 
the two redoubts. The Turks went forward at 
first very slowly, working up gradually to the 
side of the first Russian int renchmeut, and then 
taking it witha shortand m nificent —— 
killing every Muscovite there. hey repeate 
this maneuvre again about an hour afterwards, 
with a second intrenchment, and then for the 
next three or four hours fought forward to the 
third line, which was very terribly strong. A 
little after 11 o’clock they were about fifty 
yards from it, firing very heavil 1 the Russians 
doing their utmost, too. ut at this 
emivently interesting moment the Turks 
in the redoubts effected a little diver- 
sion by pretending to mgke a dash upon 
the trench themselves. To meet them the Rus- 
sians bent towards that quarter all their ener- 
gies, and, just at the moment when their atten- 
tion was most engaged in this way, the watchfal 
Osmanlis. swarming up the hill, rushed over 
the fifty yards that vet remained, and, dashing 
into the trench, decided the question, and with 
it the fate of nearly every Russian in the fosse. 
At mid-day the Turks were thus in front of the 
wood, and the large redoubt still held by the 
Russians in great force; but they rested now for 
nearly two hours, firing occasionally, and suffer- 
ing somewhat from the skell-fire of the Russian 
batteries, but prettv conten leaving the 
next episode in the fight to the urkish head- 
quarters camp battery, and the two red 
which, between them, must have made the w 
a very uncomfortable hiding-place.

Progress Made in New Engiand Toward 
Freedom of Commerce. 

The Boston Herald (Ind.), which has the 

largest circulation of any paper in New En- 

giand, in a leading article, says of the Protec- 


tion question: 

We must do the Protectionists of this country 
the justice to admit that they support a bad 
cause by good fighting. They know that eter- 
nal vigilance is the price of prosperous iniquity. 
Their sentinels are always on the alert. 

For our part, we do not doubt that the future 
belongs to free trade, We are steadfast in this 
belief, not only because truth in the long run 
must prevail over error, but because we see no 
sign of the degeneration of public opinion as to 
fiscal matters, either at home or abroad. 

In the United States, since the panic pricked 
the bubble of sham prosperity which paper 
money and protection had blown. fr@-trade 
principles have gained ground steadily. We 
dare not hope that a rg@venue-tariff is to be 
reached at once, or even soon; but we do be- 
lieve that the present unspeakable tariff will be 
extefisively modified by the Forty-fifth Con- 
greas, to the lasting gain of American consum- 
ers. So far as Boston is concerned, the growth 
of free-trade doctrines is especially noticeable. 


It should be very strange if it were otherwise, g 


for seaports are pearls which commerce strings 
along the coast-line to join inland districts with 
lands beyond the sea. The merchants 
of Boston should be the last to sub 
scribe to the “national idea in _  busi- 
ness. Protection is the death of commerce, 
so far as its blighting influence nas power. Ifa 
country can be enriched by raising a Chinese 
wall around its borders, then assuredly the 
Creator did not understand His work. He made 
this world a world tov wide.“ He should have 
shut up each nation in a little planet of its own. 
In this connection we present, partly as a re- 
miniscence of the past, but mainly as an argu- 
ment for the future, a copy of certain resolu- 
tions, whieh were adopted unanimously at a 
meeting of the merchants of Boston in this very 
first week of October, fifty-seven years ago. 

The meetiug was held in Faneuil Hall on Oct. 
2. 1820. The Hon. William Gray acted as Chair- 
man, and William Foster as Secretary. The 
following are some of the resolutions whieh re- 
ceived unanimous acceptance : 

Resoived, That we have regarded with pleasure 
the establishment and success of manufactures 
among us, and consider their growth, when nato- 
ral and spontaneous, and not the effect of a agstem 
of bounties and protection, as an evidence of 
general wealth and prosperity. 

Resolved, That, relying on the ingenufty, enter- 
rise, and skill of our fellow-citizens, we believe 
hat all manufactures adapted to our character and 

circumstances will be introduced and extended as 
soon, and as far, as will promote public interests, 
without any further protection than they now re- 
ceive. ä 

Resolved, That no objections ought ever to be 
made to any amount of taxes equally apportioned, 
and imposed for the purpose of raising revenue 
necessary for the support of the Government; but 
that taxes imposed on the people for the sole bene- 
fit of any one clase of men are equaily inconsistent 
with the principles of our Constitation and with 
sound policy. 

Resolved, That the hich bounties on such domes- 
tic manufactures as are principally benefited by 
that tariff, favor great capitaliet« rather than per- 
sonal industry or the owners of small capital, and 
that. therefore, we do not perceive its tendency to 
promote national industry. 

Resolved, That we are equally tacapable of dis- 
covering its beneficial effects on agriculture, since 
the obvious consequence of its adoption would be 
that the farmer must give more than he now does 
for all he buys, and receive jess for all he sells. 

Resolved, That, in our opinion, the vroposed 
tariff, and the principles upon which is is ayowed- 
ly founded, would, if adopted, have a tendency, 
however different may be the motives of those who 
recommended them, to diminish the Industry, im- 
pede the prosperity, and corrupt the morals of the 
people, 

The report was then accepted, and the resolves 
recommended by the Committee unanimously 

sed. 
* vote of thanks to the Hon. Mr. Otis, of the 
Senate, and to those members from the State 
in the House of Representatives of the United 
States who oppose the new tariff, was unani- 
mously agreed to.

Organization of the Appellate Bench, 
Judge Heaton Presiding. 

An Informal Reception of the Court by 
the Members of the Bar. 


New Suits, Confessions, Divorcés, 
Bankruptcies, Etc. 


The organization of a new court is not an 
event of every-day occurrence, even in Chicago. 
Since the time when, in 1870, the Supreme 
Court dignified the old City-Hall by holding a 
term here, there has been no occasion for any 
demorstration in this way; but the time came 
yesterday, and the members of the Bar recog- 
nized it toa certain extent, though when the 
moment came they appeared to be all tongue- 
tied. The meeting was designed to be wholly 
informal, but it was tacitly understood that 
some remarks would be made by some mem- 
bers of the Bar. The only vacant room in 
the City-Hall was Judge Farwell’s room, 
and here the Appellate Court will meet 
for a few days until Judge McAllister 
goes to the Criminal Court, when a change will 
be taken to Judge McAllister’s room. Suitable 
court-rooms are now preparing inthe Grand 
Pacific Hotel, but they will not be ready for a 
few weeks. 

In Judge Farwell’s room therefore the mem- 

bers of the Bar gathered yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock to welcome the three ermine- 
Judges T. D. Murphy, William W. Heaton, 
and George W. Pleasants, who compose the new 
Appellate Court. After waiting a few moments, 
Judge Moore stated that the J would not 
be in court until 11 o’clock. At the latter hour 
the lawvers assembled again, and Judge Far- 
well’s room being entirely too small to accom- 
modate ali who were present an adjournment 
was had to the Council Chamber. Present- 
ly Judges Pleasants, Heaton, and Murphy 
entered, preceded by Sheriff Kern, and took 
their seats, Judge Heaton 2 the ceutre 
as Chief Justice, with Judge Pleasants on his 
right. The court was then formally opened by 
George 8. Cooper, the bailiff, in Judge McAllis- 
ter’s room in the usual form: Hear ye, hear 
ye, this honorable Appellate Court is about to 
assemble for the transaction of such business as 
may come before it.” 

Judge Heaton then said: “The court is now 
ip session for the transaction of any business 
that may come before it. The members of the 
Bar are undoubtedly aware that we propose to 
do business in another room. For the present 
we will use Judge Farwell's room. large 
attendance of the Bar and Bench we pre- 
sume is not for the purpose of doing 
business, but for the purpose of 
giving us encouragement and strength bv your 
presence, and is complimen tous. We will 
adjourn for the present for an hour, and will be 
happy to make your acquaintance in a mere 
easy manner on the floor.”

And this was absolutely all. The Sheriff and 
Bailiff Cooper had arrayed themselves in their 
best, the Council Chamber was well filled, and 
every one was waiting to hear some speeches, 
but for some unknown reason they remained 
unspoken.

In this case a ver- 
dict for 6800 was obtained against one of the 
defendants, and for six cents each against the 
other three, and Judge Gary refused to enter 
judgment against the principal defendant un- 
less a nol pros. was entered as to the other 
three. The plaintiff claimed that he would be 
greatly damnifled unless a mandamus was is- 
sued to compel entry of judgment. Several 
otber motions were heard, and the Court then 
adjourned to this morning. 

— to coming into court, the Judges 
had met in a private room and elected Judge 
Heaton Chief Justice for the time being, the 
term of his office as such Chief vustice not 
being determined, Judge T. D. Murpby, of 
Woodstock, the senior Judge in point of judi- 
cial experience, has been on the Bench over 
twenty years; Judge William II. Heaton, of 
Dixon, has been on the Bench sixteen years; 
and Judge George W. Pleasants, of Rock Island, 
some four or five years, so that all of them 
bring to their position that practical knowledge 
which is so necessary.m a court which will 
obliged from the very first to start with a good 
docket. There are already six cases ready on 
the docket, and some fifteen or twenty other 
cases have been appealed to the Appellate 
Court, but the records therein are not as yet 
prepared. 

The Clerk of the new Court, Mr. Eli Smith, is 
already well and favorably known to the Bar 
from his many years’ experience in the Circuit. 
His appointment has been very satisfactory, 
and he is well qualified for the position.

A court of equity, while it migh 
exercise the power of injunction for your protec- 
tion and to prevent disorder, would not onan 
application for an injunction by the parties desig- 
nated by the Governor as your successors under- 
take to — Any validity of their title to the office. 

Sizth—That, shouldjany attempt be made by or 
under the direction o e persons designated bp 
the Governor as your successors to ob 8 
sion of the 2 and records of the Board by 
force, you may lawfully resist such attempt so far 
as may be necessary until a court of competent 
jurisdiction shall shall have decided that it is your 
duty to surrender the office, its records, and prop- 
ert them. It is scarceiy necessary to say that. 
inthe meantime, you will not de subject toany 

rosecution under the criminal code of this State 

— refusing to surrender the records and property 
of the Board to persons whom you are advised and 
believe have no lawful authority to receive them. 
Seventh—That, as to the expense that may be in- 
volved in a contest to determine the validity of the 
action of the Governor in his attempt to remove 
you and appoint your successors, you may law- 
fully, in the first instance, defend your position 
and rights as a public concern and at the public ex- 
pense, holding yourselves in r€adiness, in case 
there shall finally be a decision by the proper court 
that you are lawfully removed and your successors 
lawfully appointed, to refund and make good per- 
sonally all such sums as may have been expended 
in a contest that would by such a decision be shown 
to have been unwarran 
The following from ex-Chief-Justice Law- 
rence was read: 
Cuicaeo, Oct. 16.— To the West Chicago Park 
Commissioners—GENTLEMEN: Ihave carefully ex- 
amined the foregoing opinion prepared dy Mr. 
Bonney. Want of time prevents me from enter- 
ing into any discussion of the questions consid- 
ered therein, and he has so weil and fully pre- 
sented them that I could add nothing to the force 
of his reasoning. 

His conclusions rest, in my judgment, upon the 
elementary and well-settled principles of consti- 
tutional law and construction, and I believe they 
will be sustained by the courts. 

I fully concur in them and in the propriety 

— the advice given by him to you as Park Commis- 

sioners. 

Should you desire any further expression of my 

views, I shall be happy to give them when required.

There was not much change in the political 
field yesterday.
